I was  a building  contractor  by  trade  and 
built  two  apartment  houses  with  20  units. 
All  in  all,  I've  enjoyed  a busy  life.  My 
wife  Martha  and  I were  married  in  1958  and 
she  enjoys  all  these  activities  with  me. 
She  is  my  right  hand,  secretary,  and  my 
traveling  companion.

Each 
year  thousands  from  across  America  visi't 
the  museum  to  view  its  Victorian-era 
decor. 

Barnesville  celebrated  its  15th  annual 
Ohio  Pumpkin  Festival  this  last  weekend 
of  September.  A wooden  nickel  was  issued 
again  as  it  has  been  since  1974.  This 
years  top  pumpkin  was  a light  316  pounds; 
smaller  than  last  years  356  pounds  due  to 
a dry  summer  here. 

Plenty  of  clean  air,  beautiful  country- 
side and  abundant  supplies  of  fresh  water 
are  among  the  other  important  assets  of 
this  classic  American  small  town.

WOODEN  MONEY  FROM  PACIFIC  OCEAN  STATES 
AND  PICTURED,  OTHER  THAN  BUFFALO  $ INDIAN 

For  the  collector  who  may  not  be  as  for- 
tunate as  I have  been  to  have  as  many 
round  woods  from  Washington,  Oregon,  Cal- 
ifornia, below  is  a story  of  them. 

WASHINGTON : The  visit  of  Old  Ironside  in 

1933  were  the  souvenirs  of  several  Wash- 
ington towns.  Aberdeen,  a 25$  piece  with 
a picture  of  the  city  founder,  Samuel  Benn 
on  reverse.  Also  Brementon  had  Old  Iron- 
side on  their  25$  piece  that  was  issued 
by  the  American  Legion.  Longview  also  is- 
sued a 25$  piece  with  a tree  on  the  rever- 
se of  their  Old  Ironside  wood.  The  famous 
oyster  piece  of  Olympic  also  had  a picture 
of  Old  Ironside  on  it.  Hoquiam,  1933,  a 
3"  diameter  silver  piece  with  Old  Ironside 
on  both  sides  of  the  wood.  In  1939,  the 
Spokane  set  of  64  pieces  had  Coulie  Dam, 
Curly  Jim,  and  J.  Glover  on  their  wood. 

For  its  annual  Fair,  Aberdeen,  1971  had 
an  umbrella  with  rain  drops  on  their  wood. 
Ephrater,  1959  had  a map  of  Grant  County 
with  a covered  wagon. 

In  1939,  Hoquiam  had  a multi-colored  3" 
diameter  wood  for  its  50th  anniversary 
with  Paul  Bunyan  and  his  donkey  on  it. 

And  of  course  the  Blaine  wood  all  had  the 
Peace  Arch  on  their  1933,  1955  and  Bicent- 
ennial woods.  All  in  all,  Washington's 
round  woods  have  a group  of  historic 
pictures  on  them. 

OREGON : Oregon  not  too  prolific  an 
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issuer  of  woods,  did  issue  a few  woods  with 
pictures  on  them.  A bone  of  contension 
who  was  first  in  the  state  for  years-Kla- 
math  Falls,  1933  was  listed  as  the  first 
wood  in  Oregon.  However,  it  was  issued 
in  August  , 1933  by  the  American  Legion 
Post  honoring  Capt.  Applegate,  famous  In- 
dian Fighter  so  that  actually  is  not  an 
official  wood. 

However,  North  Bend  in  July  issued  wooden 
money.  It  was  used  for  money  and  passed 
as  such.  Two  series  of  five  different  de- 
nominations of  each  series.  Altho  no 
Picture  on  them,  it  should  be  mentioned 
for  those  who  do  not  have  either  woods. 
Other  round  woods  with  pictures  are 
Clatsop  Co.  in  1955.  Its  sesqi  wood  had  a 
picture  of  surveyors  $ Explorers  Lewis 
$ Clark  with  an  Indian  on  its  wood. 

Hood  River  in  1959  for  Oregon's  Centennial 
had  a 50$  piece  with  an  apple  on  it.  A 
local  product  and  the  State  Seal  on  the 
reverse.  Independence  in  1959  had  cover 
wagons  and  from  Independence,  Missouri  to 
Independence,  Oregon. 

In  1967,  a uniface  wood,  Linkville  (Kla- 
math Falls)  Ferry  to  freeway  had  a picture 
of  a boat  and  building  on  Klamath  Lake. 

For  its  famous  Round-Up  each  fall,  Pend- 
leton starting  in  1959,  had  a bucking 
bronco  on  their  woods.  In  1975,  the  Timber 
Carnival  in  Primeville  had  a woodman  with 
an  axe  on  his  shoulder. 

For  a number  of  years,  Veronia  had  a fr- 
iendship wood  made  with  two  hands  shaking 
hands,  starting  in  1957  and  being  issued 
in  1958,  1959,  1964,  1967,  1968,  and  1969. 
The  1966  piece  also  was  issued  for  the 
town's  75th  anniversary.  In  1964  Woodburn 
had  a Diamond  Jubilee  wood  with  a circle 
and  spoke  of  the  wheel  had  a list  of  all 
the  towns'  accomplishments. 

CALIFORNIA:  Calaveras  County  in  1966  had 
a frog  on  their  Jumping  Frog  Jubilee  and 
so  did  Delmar  in  1967.  Brawley  for  its 
1970  Cattle  Round-Up  and  Rodeo  had  a cow- 
boy on  a bucking  horse  on  theirs. 

Carpenteria' s 1966  woods  had  an  Indian 
overlooking  the  landscape.  A 2"  diameter 
wood  was  issued  "Alaskan  Wooden  Dollar" 
by  Hope,  Alaska.  Century  City,  CA  show- 
ing scales  weighing  a gold  nugget. 

Coalinga,  1956  had  an  oil  derick.  Colton 


a map  of  California  in  1962.  Delano, ’1973 
had  a centennial  wood  with  a train  on  a 
track  by  a windmill.  Escondido,  1971  had 
its  annual  Kit  Carson  Days  with  a picture 
of  him  on  their  wood.  Felton,  1968  had 
a centennial  wood  with  a covered  bridge  on 
their  wood.  Fontana,  1958  had  a bucking 
bronco  on  its  Rodeo  Wood.  Humbolt  Co. 
in  1964  had  an  arrowhead  (stone  type)  on 
its  centennial  wood.  Idlewild  had  the 
state  bear  on  their  Bear  Festival  with 
the  state  flag  on  others.  Lakewood,  1970 
had  a map  of  Chili  on  its  Pan  American  Day 
wood,  and  its  1976  Centennial  wood  had 
crossed  flags. 

Madera  County,  1968  had  Diamond  Jubilee 
with  a diamond  on  one  side  and  a map  of 
California  on  the  other  side  showing  a 
heart  where  Madera  County  is  located. 

Merced  County  Fair  Wood  had  a bag  of  money. 
Mono  County  had  its  famous  courthouse  on 
its  centennial  wood. 

Oakdale's  centennial  wood  had  an  oak  tree 
on  their  wood.  Paramount,  1967  had  a map 
of  California  and  pictures  of  various  bus- 
iness buildings  and  according  to  a friend 
of  mine,  who  was  on  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
told  me  in  confidence  the  town  was  going 
to  be  one  of  the  All  American  Cities,  and 
put  a shield  on  it.  It  didn't  happen  so 
there  are  two  varieties.  Petaluma  in  1968 
had  a cow  and  a basket  of  eggs  on  their 
centennial  wood.  Plymouth  1970,  Gold 
Dust  Days  wood  had  a gold  miner  jumping 
for  joy  on  its  gold  colored  wood. 

Pomona  for  its  centennial  set,  1$,  5$,  25$, 
50$  and  $1  in  1975  had  a picture  of  a girl 
with  a cornacopia  and  dog  with  the  major 
signature  on  reverse. 

Ridgecrest  for  its  Empire  Desert  Fair  had 
a boro  on  its  1967  wood.  Ventura  has  a 
sail  boat  on  its  1966  centennial  wood. 

San  Jose,  1969,  had  a bucking  horse  on  its 
Fair  wood.  In  Santa  Rosa,  had  beer  steins 
on  its  October  Festival  woods.  Taft's 
1965,  1970,  1975  Oildorado  woods  had  oil 
derricks.  Sunland-Tujunga,  1955.  for  its 
Old  Timers  Day  had  an  old  miner  on  its 
wood. 

All  in  all,  California  wood  has  a lot  of 
wood  with  pictures  other  than  the  usual' 
buffalo  and  Indian  on  them.

Dear  Friends: 


Jan.  17,  1979 
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This  is  not  my  method  of  communication. 

Due  to  the  fact  that  I have  received  so 
many  "Get  Well"  cards  from  so  many  of  you 
asking  the  question:  "What  happen,  Sarge?" 
that  I have  no  other  alternative  but  to 
give  you  an  answer  in  the  form  of  a news 
letter. 

Most  of  you  know  that  for  the  past  few  ye- 
ars I was  having  trouble  with  my  stomach 
and  had  been  under  doctor's  care,  with  the 
medication  only  lasting  a short  time.  My 
pains  was  steadily  increasing  and  got  to 
the  point  I couldn't  eat  and  lost  the  will 
to  do  anything  and  felt  like  sleeping  all 
the  time.  In  October,  Jessie  (Mrs.  Noel) 
was  worried  that  she  spoke  to  the  doctor. 

He  said  that  he  could  do  better  if  I only 
would  get  over  my  stubbornness  & come  in 
and  see  him.  To  make  a long  story  short, 
Jessie  told  him  to  make  the  arrangements 
and  I was  admitted  in  the  Newport  Hospital 
on  October  31st. 

Finally  after  11  days,  5 units  of  blood, 

10  bottles  of  I.V.,  both  pain  and  fever 
left.  After  more  test,  it  was  decided  I 
should  have  surgery  to  remove  a small 
polyps  in  my  lower  bowel  tract,  which  took 
place  Nov.  21st.  The  doctor  told  me  later 
I was  the  luckiest  man  alive  as  a cancer- 
ous tumor,  the  size  of  a plum  was  ready  to 
burst,  and  would  have,  if  I hadn't  gone  in. 
After  a very  strict  bland  diet;  and  on  6th 
of  December  I was  finally  able  to  go  home. 

Upon  my  first  first  visit  to  the  doctor's 
office,  it  was  discovered  I had  some  swell- 
ing on  my  lower  left  side,  so  I had  to  wear 
a belt.  I had  a bronchial  cough  and  the 
doctor  was  afraid  that  I may  give  myself  a 
hernia.  So,  as  I have  stated,  I am  home 
but  not  out  of  the  woods. 

On  December  28th,  more  unpleasant  news. 

The  hospital,  checking  my  charts,  found 
something  that  was  hidden  in  the  area  of 
the  cancer.  So  on  January  8th  I started 
on  ten  weeks  of  some  kind  of  therapy.  So 
on  January  8th  my  fluorourocil  theraphy 
was  started.  It  is  a shot  in  the  nerve  at 
the  elbow.  The  cost,  WOW!  $25,  a shot,  if 
all  is  well,  it  is  worth  it. 

With  reference  to  my  hernia,  I do  have  one 
and  it  is  a beaut — the  size  of  half  a gra- 
pefruit. It  does  not  hurt  except  when  I 
cough,  and  that  is  often  as  I have  a chron- 
ic brochical  cough.  They  can't  do  anything 
about  it  until  all  therapy  treatments--so 
will  continue  wearing  the  belt. 

So,  friends  this  is  the  best  that  I can  do 
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right  now  and  hope  that  this  answers  the 
questions.  Thank  you  all  for  your  wonder- 
ful cards,  they  did  make  me  feel  better.

For  a few  minutes  I dust  looked  & wonder- 
ed what  happened,  but  no  one  seem  to  tell 
me,  so  I blurted  out,  did  you  see  any  good 
wooden  nickels,  or  elongated  coins  today? 
Then  I turned  and  saw  a large  box  about 
2h  ft.  high  & 2 ft.  wide.  My  surprised 
look  was,  where  did  you  get  all  that  flat 
wood?  Yes,  the  box  was  just  filled  with 
flat  wooden  money  and  a few  other  kind. 
Some  were  in  packages  that  were  never  op- 
ened yet,  or  until  I got  into  the  box. 

Now  my  brother  explained  that  a dealer 
wanted  to  sell  as  much  of  this  wood  as  he 
could.  It  seems  a big  time  dealer  had 
bought  this  wood  made  in  the  30 's  and  40 's 
but  I really  forqot  the  dates.  The  wood 
was  all  printed  by  the  Rogers  Production 
of  Fostoria,  Ohio,  or  most  of  it.  This 
dealer  had  died  and  his  wife  was  selling 
out  all  his  stock.  So  I asked,  how  come 
he  still  had  all  this  wood  as  some  was 
like  new  in  the  packages  that  weren't  open. 
I was  told  the  dealer  bought  all  this  wood 
during  the  depression  years  cheap  and  when 
he  couldn't  sell  it,  he  put  it  in  his  st- 
ock room  and  just  forgot  about  it,  I guess. 
His  wife  also  said,  I think  he  would  nave 
been  surprised  himself  had  he  done  a spot 
check  of  the  things  he  had  before  he  pass- 
ed awsy.,  .Just  think  all  these  years  they 
were  in  his  stock  room.

This  modem  tongue- ir.-chsek  legend  has  added  another  touch  of  humor  to 
Finnish  cult-ore.  It  appears  to  be  the  Finn's  answer  to  St.  Patrick,  who  drove 
the  snakes  out  of  Ireland.  The  Finns  are  able  to  up-stage  St.  Patrick  by  having 
their  celebration  on  the  16th.  cf  March,  the  day  before  St.  Patrick's  Pay.  This 
is  how  the  story  goes*— 

die  of  the  lesser  known  but  extraordinary  legends  of  ages  past  i3  the  legend 
of  St.  Urho,  the  patron  saint  of  the  Finnish  vineyard  workers.  Before  the  last 
glacial  period,  the  legend  goes,  wild  grapes  grew  in  abundance  in  the  area  new 
known  as  Finland.  Archaeologists  have  -uncovered  evidence  of  thi3  fact  scratched 
on  the  thi gh bones  of  giant  bears  that  once  roared  northern  2urope, 

The  grapes  were  threatened  by  a plague  of  grasshoppers  until  Urho  banished 
the  lot  of  them  with  "Heixasirfcka , heinasirkka,  rane  taalta  bitten!"  In  memory  of 
this  impressive  deaonstration  of  the  power  of  the  Finnish  language,  at  sunrise 
each  March  16th,  Finnish  women  and  children  dressed  in  royal  purple  and  nils 
green  gather  round  the  shores  cf  the  many  lakes  in  Finland  and  chant  what  St. Urho 
chanted  cany,  cany  years  ago}  "Heinasirkka,  heirasirkka,  mane  taalte  hiiteen!" 
Translated,  this  means,  "Grasshopper,  grasshopper,  go  away!" 

The  adult  dales,  dressed  in  green  costumes,  gather  on  the  hills  overlooking 
the  lakes,  listen  to  the  chant,  then,  kicking  out  like  grasshoppers,  slowly  dis- 
appear to  charge  costumes  from  green  to  purple.  The  celebration  ends  with  singing, 
dancing  polkas  and  schottisches,  and  drinking  grap-ejuice.  These  activities  nay 
occur  in  varying  sequences.  Colors  for  the  day  are  royal  purple  and  nile  grsen.

The  first  price  guide  book  came  out  in  1958 
by  Emil  DiBella  listing  all  known  types 
1931-1957  with  a price  of  woods.  Possibly 
200  books  were  printed  only.  Mr.  DiBella  is 
the  only  one  who  knows  for  sure. 

In  1962,  while  I was  living  in  Rochester, 
N.Y.,  Mr.  DiBella  decided  to  put  out  anoth- 
er guide  book  and  he  sent  all  the  known 
woods  he  had  records  of  (a  printed  list)  to 
that  time.  Another  collector,  Tom  Domhoff  § 
myself  added  to  this  list  all  the  woods  he 
had  not  listed  in  his  sheets;  8 Larry 
Clough,  Ballston  Spa,  N.Y.  area  listed  all 
the  woods  he  knew  about,  not  on  those  lists 
and  they  were  all  combined  and  sent  to  then 
Numismatic  Scrapbook.  They  printed  a few 
pages  each  month  in  their  bulletins  until 
the  lists  were  completed.  Then  they  had 
completed  books  printed  and  were  sold.  No 
price  guide  was  on  the  lists  1931-1962. 

1963  was  listed  as  an  addition  to  the  book. 

1964-1965  wooden  money  clubs  were  formed  8 
the  demand  for  another  price  guide  book.  A 
lot  people  wrote  Mr.  DiBella  to  sound  him 
out  on  the  possibility  of  one  in  the  for- 
seeable  future.  Mr.  DiBella  asked  me  if  I 
would  be  interested  in  buying  the  rights  to 
the  book.  I discussed  it  with  the  late 
Paul  Weiger  (my  partner  in  selling  wooden 
money)  and  he  said  he  would  pay  for  the 
rights  8 the  printing  of  a new  book  but  I 
would  have  to  do  the  work  in  compiling  it 
or  98%  of  it.  So  the  rights  were  bought  & 
a deadline  of  July  15,  1966  was  set  (so  the 
books  could  be  taken  to  the  ANA  Convention 
in  Chicago)  and  "we  were  off  and  running." 

This  gave  us  rougly  ten  months  to  run  ads 
for  information  for  woods  1963-1964-1965  $ 
others  of  other  years  not  previously  listed 
Printing  rough  drafts,  final  listing,  gett- 
ing a printer  5 having  them  ready  for  sale. 
With  the  help  of  50  or  so  people  from  a- 
round  the  country  5 local  help  from  Wayne 
Dennis,  my  wife,  Phyllis,  and  Mr.  Weiger, 
we  finally  got  the  lists  ready  for  the 
printer  § by  th©  15th  of  July,  100  copies 
were  ready  8 by  the  10th  of  August,  500 
were  available.  The  book  was  first  sold 
at  the  ANA/IOWMC  meeting  in  Chicago,  1966. 
(I0WMC  meeting  #3.)  Almost  all  the  club's 
members  brought  the  book  (1931-1965)  with 
price  guide  at  $2.25  PP,  which  now  sells 
for  $2.50  PP.  4000  were  printed,  2000  or 
so  remaining  unsold.  Mr.  Weiger  never 
did  realize  his  original  investment. 
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Various  reactions  greeted  the  book  from 
great  to  good  listing,  unrealistic 
pricing. 

We  were  asked  how  we  came  by  the  prices.  We 
took  the  1958  prices,  read  a lot  of  infor- 
mation from  various  collectors  5 Chamber  of 
Commerces  telling  about  numbers  issued, 
scarcity  in  obtaining  them-figured  in  what 
we  thought  they  should  have  gone  up  in  8 
years  and  listed  them  at  that  level  5 rou- 
ghly 85  to  90%  were  pretty  realistic.  But 
a few  may  have  been  under  or  overpriced. 
Actually  it  was  a guide  to  their  approxi- 
mate value.  As  in  all  things,  saleable 
when  your  not  positive.  Its  "What  the 
traffic  will  bear." 

In  1972,  a Supplement  of  woods  issued  1966 
thru  1972  was  put  out  by  Wayne  Dennis  and 
myself  of  "Official  8 Canadian  only.  By 
1974  it  was  sold  out. 

By  now,  over  1000  (in  1974)  were  collectors 
in  several  clubs  from  coast  to  coast  § we 
began  to  get  inquiries  when  and  if  a new 
price  guide  book  was  ever  going  to  be  is- 
sued. As  time  rolled  by  more  and  more  peo- 
ple wrote  us  with  info  as  to  unlisted  woods 
and  the  problems  they  had  using  the  1966 
book  as  a price  guide  when  selling  their 
duplicates,  especially  the  flat  ones  1935- 
1953.  Wayne  8 I talked  it  over  and  after 
several  ideas  as  to  what  kind  of  a book 
was  to  be  put  out--the  number  to  be  printed, 
the  costs,  etc.  In  1975,  after  a number  of 
problems  with  the  printer,  the  typist, 
Virginia  Dennis,  the  book  was  finally  re- 
ady for  the  printer.  It  was  to  list  only 
USA  Official  with  a price  guide  so  in  the 
fall  of  1977,  450  books  were  printed  at 
$5.50  PP.  As  of  October,  1978,  a little 
over  one  year  since  it  came  out,  their 
remains  roughly  100  books  remaining  unsold. 

Most  purchasers  were  well  satisfied  with 
the  book.  A few  gave  constructive  criti- 
sism,  a few  didn't  like  it  very  much,  85% 
thought  it  was  a job  well-done  and  were 
happy  with  it.  WE  DEEMED  THE  BOOK  WAS  A 
SUCCESS. 

One  thing  I failed  to  comprehend  is--there 
are  (at  the  time  of  the  book's  appearance) 
roughly  1200  collectos  of  wood  in  one  man- 
ner or  another.  With  least  100  or  so  books 
remain  unsold  at  this  writing.  My  figures 
could  be  a little  bit  off  but  how  do  peop- 
le stay  up  to  date  without  an  up-to-date 
book.  But  we  thank  the  Lord  for  small 
favors.  A new  guide  book  should  not  be 
forthcoming  out  for  at  least  five  more 


years.  Very  possibly  more.

THE  END  OF  THE  SAMBO  TRAIL  - 1978 

The  Sambo's  wooden  coffee  chips  have  fi- 
nally, and  totally  met  their  end  as  fqr 
as  the  Sambo's  Restaurants  are  concerned. 
The  wooden  nickels,  8 regardless  of  the 
pros  and  cons  on  what  the  chips  really 
were,  Sambo's  always  referred  to  them  as 
"Wooden  NickelS/"  have  all  been  destroyed. 
When  their  promotional  use  came  to  an  end 
Sambo's  were  left  with  about  seven  and  a 
half  million  wooden  nickels  worth  in  the 
vicinity  of  $80,000,  and  created  a space 
taking  project  that  needed  about  80  pal- 
lets in  a Carpenteria,  CA  warehouse. 
Sambo's  ended  the  wooden  nickels  success- 
ful advertising  project  when  coffee  be- 
came so  expensive  the  restaurant  chain 
simply  could  not  give  it  away  free,  and 
also  the  restaurant  chain  has  a program 
underway  to  conclude  the  coffee  shop  im- 
age, and  focus  on  the  image  of  a family 
restaurant,  or  dinner  house,  which  influ- 
enced the  end  of  the  wooden  nickels  at 
Sambo ' s . 

According  to  Ron  Weinstock,  Sambo's  Mar- 
keting Department,  there  were  several 
avenues  explored  on  how  to  dispose  of 
the  7 or  8 million  wooden  nickels.  Among 
the  ideas  were  trying  to  find  a Las  Vegas 
Casino  who  would  convert  them  into  poker 
chips,  burying  them  in  the  ground,  chipp- 
ing them  into  pulp  and  burning  them.  But 
giving  them  to  the  thousands  of  wooden 
chip  collectors  was  not  one  of  the  avenues 
they  considered,  even  though  Mr.  Weinstock 
is  still  receiving  requests  for  the  chips. 
What  a shame!  I wonder  if  he  ever  stopped 
to  think  that  many  chip  collectors  often 
drove  hundreds  of  miles  to  a Sambo  Rest- 
aurant to  obtain  just  one  chip  for  our 
collections?  I know  I have,  and  many  of 
us  have  planned  our  vacations  to  travel 
the  "Sambo  Trail"  and  pass  by  as  many  of 
the  Sambo's  as  we  possible  could  in  hopes 
of  increasing  our  collection  of  the  chips. 
I wrote,  and  Cal-Coin,  the  magazine  of 
the  Calif.  State  Numis.  Assoc,  published 
a long  article  entitled,  "Along  the  Sambo 
Trail,"  and  I received  the  State  Literary 
award  for  the  article,  so  I'm  sure  the 
Sambo's  directors  and  officers  must  have 
been  aware  of  the  importance  of  the  chips 
to  wooden  money  collectors  all  over  Amer- 
ica, especially  in  the  states  that  have 
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several  dozen  of  the  restaurants. 

Also  another  aspect  of  this  is  the  current 
prices  of  some  of  the  chips.  Many  of  them 
are  so  expensive,  the  younger  and  newer 
collectors  cannot  afford  them;  however, 
they  could  have  paid  a dime  each  for  them, 
then  the  company  could  have  certainly  got- 
ten their  money  back,  and  made  an  awful  lot 
of  good  friends  and  customers,  and  helped 
the  interesting  hobby  of  wooden  money 
collecting  become  even  more  interesting. 

After  two  years  of  study  concerning  their 
dilema,  they  came  to  the  conclusion  that 
maybe  the  Boys  Club  could  help  them,  so 
the  members  of  that  club,  along  with  the 
nurseryman,  Tomio  Satow  of  Carpenteria, 
spent  two  Sunday  afternoons  chipping  the 
wooden  nickels  to  use  with  sawdust  as  a 
mulch  for  Mr.  Satow's  nursery,  plants . The 
Boys  Club  which  is  supplying  the  manpower 
will  get  a thousand  dollars  from  Sambo's 
fpr  disposing  of  the  nickels.  The  money 
will  be  used  to  offset  the  cost  of  buying 
helmets  for  the  club's  tackle  football 
team. 

Mr.  Weinstock's  statement  upon  the  final 
disposal  project  was  "There  is  nothing  as 
useless  as  a wooden  nickel''  which  is  cer- 
tainly one  man's  opinion,  certainly  not 
this  dedicated  wooden  money  collector  who 
started  collecting  Sambo's  wooden  nickels 
when  Wayne  Kees  issued  the  very  first  one 
out  in  Palm  Springs,  CA  when  my  son  was  a 
little  cowboy  in  a Western  Days  Parade  out 
there  on  the  desert.  That  one  little  wood- 
en nickel  started  what  was  to  end  up  being 
the  greatest  collection  of  wooden  nickels 
in  the  world  with  over  1000  different  types, 
colors,  designs,  and  printings.  It  has 
created  more  interest  that  even  the  highly 
desirable  Tenino,  Washington  pieces,  and 
there  were  more  locations  that  the  chips 
could  be  found  than  any  other  portion  of 
numismatics  in  the  whole  scope  of  collect- 
ing; and  when  Mr.  Kees  retired,  wooden  mo- 
ney collectors  lost  a valued  friend.  He 
didn't  collect  them  himself,  but  he  certain- 
ly lent  his  help  to  those  who  did. 

So  as  I enter  into  1979,  I bid  so  long  to 
"The  End  of  the  Sambo  Trail."

the  only  thing  that  has  raised  since  then. 
Cost  of  producing  a manufacturer's  stock 
wooden  nickel  has  gone  up  just  like  every- 
thing else.  Cost  of  material  and  no  doubt 
labor  costs  have  played  a big  part  in  that 
increase . 

Back  in  1966  the  average  manufacturer's 
price  on  500  of  the  1-1/2"  round  nickels 
was  about  $18.  This  would  be  the  base 
price,  stock  design,  one  side,  and  simple 
type  set  message  on  the  other  and  in  black 
print.  Today  the  same  number  could  cost  in 
the  vicinity  of  $30,  plus  shipping,  from 
most  suppliers.  A thousand  pieces  of  the 
precious  little  gems,  back  then,  cost  in 
the  vicinity  of  $25,  while  at  today's  pri- 
ces they  could  cost  around  $40.  The  figures 
I'm  using  are  somewhat  general;  however, 
you  can  probably  pay  more  or  less  depend- 
ing upon  which  manufacturer  does  the  job. 

Possibly  the  stock  2"  dollar  is  the  best 
buy,  as  compared  to  a price  in  1966  of 
$25  F.O.B.  for  the  same  number.  Five  hun- 
dred have  raised  from  about  $30  plus 
shipping  back  then,  to  around  $55  plus 
on  the  1978  market. 

Extra  charges  such  as  charges  for  artwork, 
setup,  and  making  the  necessary  cut  for  a 
special  design  have  remained  for  most,  at 
leasts  comparabley  the  same.  Art  work  being 
in  the  vicinity  of  $10,  setup  in  the  range 
of  $5  to  $7.50  and  for  making  a cut,  from 
$6.50  to  $7.50.  Shipping  charges  are 
something  else  whether  it  be  parcel  post 
or  United  Parcel  Service.  Those  costs  have 
risen  by  leaps  and  bounds,  as  we  all  know. 

What  I have  just  said  really  sounds  bad, 
doesn't  it?  Maybe  it  is  not  as  bad  as  it 
looks.  If  we  look  back  even  more  years, 
to  the  days  of  our  youth,  living  seemed 

so  much  less  complicated  then,  and  living 
more  rewarding. 

I'm  not  too  sure  however,  that  this  is 
really  so.  We  sometimes  tend  to  forget 
the  bad  and  remember  the  good  times.  Es- 
pecially this  is  true  when  we  think  of 
consumer  goods.  We  recall  the  nickel  loaf 
of  bread  and  the  dime  quart  of  milk.  Do 
you  remember  how  much  time  we  spent  to  get 
the  money  to  buy  those  commodities,  that's 
the  true  test. 


LIGNADENARIST  LINGO 

Occasionally  we  get  the  urge  to  turn  back 
the  calendar  to  the  days  gone  bye  or  maybe 
even  years  gone  bye.  I found  myself  in  one 
of  those  moods  recently  5 I started  digging 
into  the  costs  of  producing  wooden  money 
some  ten  to  twelve  years  back.

Seme  20  letters,  and  alnost  as 
many  negative  answers,  the  pieces  were  still 
a mystery.  Recently,  I found  one  with  Iowa 
on  it.  I wrote  several  letters  to  State 
Chamber  of  Ccmmerces,  various  people-  still 
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nobody  heard  of  the  town;  until  a few  weeks 
ago  when  I started  to  correspond  with  one 
of  our  new  members,  Ronald  A.  Witt  (#1323) 
Carroll,  Iowa.  He  came  up  with  the  solu- 
tion to  the  mystery. 

Mormantown,  IA.  / Taylor  County,  new  known 
as  Blockton,  Iowa.  Mr.  Witt  received  this 
information  frcm  records  of  abandoned  towns 
of  Iowa  by  D.  C.  Mott.  The  name  was  Morman- 
town  (1872-1887)  then  changed  to  Blockton. 
Apparently  the  people  in  charge  of  the 
celebration  in  1961  used  the  old  name  on 
the  wood.  PERSEVERANCE  WON  OUT.

ELKTON,  MARYLAND 

Elkton , the  county  seat  of  Cecil  County, 
Maryland,  lays  in  the  N.E.  sector  of  the 
state.  In  the  perimeter  of  the  town  is  a 
little  island  area  not  incorporated  in  the 
town  limits,  where  sets  my  heme;  thus  mak- 
ing it  possible  to  do  civic  work  for  any 
area  of  the  county.  In  doing  so,  Cecil  Co. 
is  known  throughout  the  United  States  and 
other  countries  through  its  issues  of  woo- 
den money  and  medals,  made  possible  thru 
club  bulletins  and  numismatic  publications. 

Cecil  County  is  bordered  on  the  north  by 
Pennsylvania  & the  east  by  Delaware.  Lay- 
ing at  the  head  of  the  Chesapeake  Bay  made 
it  a main  shipping  port  fron  Penna.  - a 
land  locked  state.  When  the  railroad  and 
improved  roads,  such  as  U.S.  40  & Inter- 
state 95,  crossing  the  county  made  possi- 
ble items  getting  to  larger  ports-left  a 
cross  road  of  history  for  them. 

To  commemorate  the  American  Bicentennial, 
it  was  decided  to  issue  a set  of  Bicent'l. 
wooden  pieces,  one  from  each  of  the  incor- 
porated towns,  Cecil  County  Historical 
Society,  & a group  of  dedicated  volunteers 
in  nearly  every  part  of  our  county. 

Permission  was  obtained  frcm  the  Bicent'l. 
Groups.  Letters  were  sent  to  each  of  the 
towns  & the  Historical  Society  offering 
the  opportunity  to  be  a part  of  the  pro- 
ject at  no  expense  to  them  or  the  taxpayer; 
and  a chance  to  profit  in  publicity  and 
also  financially. 

The  Historical  Society  sent  a Civil  War 
Document  with  the  old  county  seal  imprint 
& requested  a two  side  issue  for  distribu- 
tion to  their  members.  Elkton  & Port  De- 
posit sent  imprints  of  their  tewn  seals. 
Perryville  sent  a letterhead  containing 
their  design.  Rising  Sun  sent  an  art  work 


sketch  done  by  one  of  their  residents. 
Chesapeake  City,  a sketch  that  would  have 
made  a nice  flat  wood  of  a historical  ch- 
urch, the  canal  with  its  water  wheel  to 
move  water  into  the  locks,  & the  historic 
Franklin  House.  Only  the  water  wheel  could 
be  used  on  the  round.  North  East  sent  a 
polorid  picture  of  an  old  jail  used  as 
their  town  hall.  The  oldest  settlement 
Charlestown,  which  was  the  original  county 
seat,  denied  the  use  of  their  seal.  Cecil- 
ton  said  they  favored  it  but  had  no  seal. 

The  denial  of  one  town  was  very  dishearten- 
ing & the  sheriff  was  ask  to  double  check 
with  them;  only  to  receive  the  same  answer 
and  that  it  would  hurt  the  image  of  their 
seal  to  put  it  on  a wood.  It  was  through 
the  urging  of  collector  Stan  Brown  and  iry 
wife,  realizing  it  was  not  being  fair  to 
the  others,  entered  an  outline  sketch  of 
the  county  showing  its  geographical  layout 
— marking  only  the  seven  other  towns. 

All  the  designs  were  sketched  out  & print- 
ing added,  using  rub  on  lettering.  The  pol- 
orid picture  came  up  & after  several  attempts 
to  sketch  it,  & even  going  there  & trying 
different  shots,  proved  fruitless,  so  it 
was  then  decided  to  just  send  it  to  the 
printer.  Being  notified,  a cost  of  $15  for 
art  work,  caused  the  Scotch  in  me  to  show 
up.  After  many  attemps  working  till  2 am,  & 
being  tired,  it  looked  like  I had  finally 
succeeded.  The  self  satisfaction  was  great 
when  it  turned  out  to  be  one  of  the  nicest 
of  the  set. 

The  amount  of  1000  pieces  were  printed  of 
the  Historical  Society  & Elkton;  500  of  Ris- 
ing Sun,  Port  Deposit,  Perryville,  North  East, 
Cecilton,  Chespeake  City,  & the  Cecil  County 
Map.  Two  hundred  sets  were  sold  to  cover  the 
cost  $300,  Historical  Society  & Elkton  each 
received  500  pieces;  & each  other  town  were 
given  sets  to  raise  $60  for  their  own  use. 

A check  has  not  been  made  to  see  if  all  were 
distributed  as  one  order  still  needs  filled 
& another  personal  set  is  needed. 

A letter  to  the  editor  of  a local  paper  st- 
ated the  historical  seal  was  not  correct  - 
that  the  ears  of  corn  looked  like  gooper 
peas.  This  caused  an  irritation  to  the  His- 
torical Society  & a counter  letter  entered 
confirming  the  facts  & in  early  history, 
com  wasn't  hybrid. 

On  one  very  rainy  night,  a trip  was  made  to  . 
Cecilton  & permission  to  have  their  design 
made  up  on  an  official  seal  was  received  at 
their  cost. 


One  active  in  hobbies  & civic  projects 
find  they  always  have  something  left  to  be 
done  tomorrow  or  should  I say  sometime. 

Also  realize,  funding  of  projects  is  an- 
other job,  but  to  organize  the  issue  of  a 
wood,  turns  out  to  be  a great  experience 
and  smiled  on  when  accomplished,  "TRY  IT."

The  15th  Annual  Coin  Show  of  the  Oswego  Co. 
Numis.  Assoc,  was  scheduled  for  April  29th. 
Club  Pres.  E.  J.  Wlodarski  was  Gen.  Chrm. , 
Dan  Case,  Bourse,  Joe  Buchovecky,  Exhibits, 
and  Marion  Beardsley,  Publicity.  Dealers 
were  available  to  appraise  & answer  ques- 
tions on  any  numismatic  item  & there  were 
numerous  educational  exhibits  for  viewing. 


Participation  awards  were  given  to  all  ex-  ’ 
hibitors.  Admission  was  free.  Door  prizes 
were  awarded  hourly  and  a special  1979  wo- 
oden dollar  was  given  to  each  visitor. 

The  Miller  Brewing  Co.  of  Fulton,  N.Y.  was 
selected  as  the  local  club's  subject  for 
their  wooden  issue  this  year  & the  new  in- 
dustry is  co-sponsor  of  a dollar  size  wood. 
It  is  printed  in  red  with  Miller  Logo  on 
obverse  & information  of  club  show  on  the 
reverse . 

Nearly  125  years  ago,  the  Miller  story  be- 
gan on  a solid  & enduring  foundation  with 
the  craftsmanship  & unccmprising  standard 
of  a single  man,  when  Frederic  Miller,  in 
1855,  a 28  year  old  farm  brewmaster  at 
Hohenzollem  Castle,  Sigmaringer,  Germany 
came  to  the  U.S.  & purchased  a small  brew- 
ery on  the  Plank  Road  just  west  of  Milwau- 
kee, Wise.  The  company  grew  with  increased 
annual  output  of  80,000  barrels  by  the  time 
of  his  death  in  1888.  The  company  was  head- 
ed by  successive  generations  of  the  founder 
family  through  two  world  wars  & the  prohi- 
bition era.  When  the  last  Miller  to  serve 
as  president  died  in  1954,  Miller  Brewing 
Co.  was  the  9th  largest  brewery  in  the  in- 
dustry with  an  annual  production  of  sligh- 
ly  more  than  2 million  barrels. 

The  industry  has  come  a long  way  since  that 
time  & with  its  numerous  plants  & multi- 
brands has  prospered  under  one  of  the  proud- 
est trade  names  among  the  nation's  brewers. 

Miller  began  its  search  for  a northeastern 
site  in  early  1974  & had  considered  more 
than  350  sites  which  were  within  a 200  mile 
radius  of  New  York,  N.Y.  before  they  pur- 
chased 415  acres  of  land  on  the  outskirts 
of  Fulton,  N.Y. , 25  miles  N.W.  of  Syracuse. 
May  6,  1974,  Miller  broke  ground  on  the  site 
for  its  $70  million  brewery  with  an  initial 
capacity  of  2 million  barrels  annually. The 
facility  was  scheduled  to  ccme  on  stream  in 
1976  & would  have  the  capability  of  being 
expanded  to  6 million  barrels  annually. Five 
months  after  ground-breaking,  10-11-74,  the 
Fulton  Brewery  was  topped  out.  In  August, 
1975,  the  company  announced  the  initial 
capacity  of  the  Fulton  Plant  would  be  in- 
creased to  4 million  barrels  & announced  a 
can  plant  would  be  constructed  adjacent  to 
the  brewery.  On  4-05-76,  the  company  stated 
an  additional  $81  million  would  be  invested 
to  bring  its  capacity  to  8 . 8 million  barrels 
annually  making  it  the  largest  brewery  in 
the  State  of  N.Y.  This  expansion,  included 
five  new  packaging  lines,  a new  brewhouse 
including  two  new  brew  kettles  with  1,000 
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.barrel  capacities  each,  20  fermenters , 24 
aging  tanks  & increases  in  office  & ware- 
house space.  The  Fulton  Plant  contains  1.1 
million  square  feet  & covers  about  25  acres 
under  roof  bringing  the  company's  invest- 
ment in  the  Fulton  area  to  $212  million 
with  a total  employment  of  more  than  1800. 
The  150,000  square  foot  facility  for  its 
Can  Mfg.  Plant  employs  approximately  170 
hourly  & salaried  personnel.  By  1980  Mil- 
ler expects  to  have  some  10,000  employees 
at  locations  throughout  the  nation.  In 
addition  to  the  brewery  & can  plant  faci- 
lities, there  is  also  a $14  million  waste 
water  treatment  plant  on  the  Fulton  site 
which  has  the  capability  of  treating  5.2 
million  gallons  of  water  per  day.  Wholly 
owned  by  Philip  Morris  since  July,  1970, 
the  Miller  executive  organization  was  tuned 
up  with  experienced  professionals,  frcm 
Philip  Morris,  new  hires  & veteran  Miller 
employees,  & a massive  sales  turn-around 
got  underway.  Their  early  efforts  began 
to  show  & their  first  major  step  was  the 
development  of  new  products  to  establish 
Miller  as  a national  multi-brand  brewer. 
Their  principal  beer  brands  include  Miller 
High  Life,  Lite,  and  Lowenbrau.  Since  1973, 
over  $600  million  has  been  spent  for  pro- 
jects to  date.  Plans  call  for  additional 
expenditures  of  $1  billion  which  may  be  in- 
vested in  future  expansion.  The  largest  & 
oldest  Miller  Plant  at  Milwaukee,  Wise, 
covers  73  acres  & employs  2,370  persons. 

Over  176,000  tourists  visited  Milwaukee  in 
1977  and  the  plant  opened  a new  6,873  sq. 
foot  Tour  Reception  Center  in  May,  1977, 
which  houses  a 90-seat  auditorium  where 
tourists  enjoy  an  exciting  multi-image 
presentation  called  "Old  World,  New  World," 
using  15  automated  slide  projectors  which 
display  images  on  a 40  Ft.  wide  screen. 

The  Center  also  features  a Gift  Shop  and 
display  area  and  has  a tourist  parking  lot 
for  134  cars.  The  company's  best  protect- 
ion remains  in  continuing  to  follow  the 
principal  rule  that  Frederic  Miller  laid 
down  when  he  opened  his  doors  for  business, 
"Quality-unccmprcmising-and  unchanging."

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GEORGE  D.  HATIE  (#260) 

On  March  11,  1910  I was  bom  in  Detroit , 
Michigan.  In  1933,  I graduated  from  the 
University  of  Detroit  law  School  with  a 
Doctor  of  Jurisprudence  degree.  I ranked 
first  in  my  class,  was  President  of  the 
Senior  Law  Class,  and  Editor-in-Chief  of 
the  University  of  Detroit  Law  Journal. 

For  the  past  forty- two  years,  I have  been 
a member  of  the  same  law  firm,  with  a 
diversified  law  practice  and  specializa- 
tion in  the  field  of  real  estate  law. 

My  numismatic  collecting  interests  in- 
clude ancient  coins,  papal  coins  & medals. 
United  States,  English,  Canadian  & New- 
foundland coins  & tokens,  American  Co- 
lonial coins  & tokens.  Colonial  & Contin- 
ental currency,  obsolete  notes  with  coin 
vignettes , Civil  War  and  Hard  Times  tokens , 
Presidential  campaign  buttons,  & various 
other  items.  I also  collect  postcards  & 


cigarette  cards  portraying  coins,  letters 
& documents  signed  by  all  of  the  Presi- 
dents of  the  United  States  & other  world 
historical  figures,  ancient  lamps  fran  as 
early  as  300  B.C. , postage  stamps  & Civil 
War  envelopes.  My  library  includes  books 
on  numismatics,  dating  back  to  the  year 
1525.  Unfortunately,  my  collection  must 
be  housed  in  a safe  deposit  box. 

As  to  wooden  money,  I collect  Michigan 
anniversary  issues,  items  relating  to  ANA 
and  other  organizations  of  which  I have 
been  an  officer,  & wooden  money  bearing 
coin  illustrations.  In  the  case  of  latter, 
I limit  my  collecting  to  wooden  money 
showing  substantially  exact  illustrations 
of  the  coins  depicted.  This  would  exclude 
the  average  wooden  nickel  with  an  Indian 
Head,  Buffalo,  or  an  undated  silver  dollar. 

At  the  present  time,  I am  Vice-President 
of  the  American  Numismatic  Association  and 
have  served  as  President  of  Token  & Medal 
Society,  Central  States  Numismatic  Society, 
Michigan  State  Numismatic  Society,  Detroit 
Coin  Club,  & Grosse  Pointe  Numismatic  Soc- 
iety. I have  been  President  of  Michigan 
Humane  Society  (I  am  presently  a Board 
Member  of  that  organization) , National 
Kidney  Foundation,  & Kidney  Foundation  of 
Michigan. 

My  catalog  of  obsolete  paper  money  bearing 
coin  illustrations  appeared  in  the  Numis- 
matist in  1975.  I am  presently  completing 
a supplement  to  that  catalog.  I am  also 
in  the  course  of  preparing  a catalog  of 
Canadian  paper  money.  World  paper  money,

77  on  the  picturesque  Northeastern  Plateau 
area.  The  White  Mountains  5 the  Mogollon  Rim,  about  20 
miles  south  and  west  of  Snowflake  S,  Taylor,  slope  up  to 
the  7000  ft.  level  with  its  lakes,  ponderosa  pine  for- 
est d high  mountain  peaks  in  excess  of  10,000  feet. 

Snowflake  q Taylor  have  a semi-arid  climate  with  half 
of  the  area's  annual  precipitation  during  July,  .August, 

§ early  September.  It  is  sometimes  pretty  hard  to  get 
the  2nd,  3rd,  5 4th  cutting  of  liay  up  dry . Temperatures 
in  the  area  are  pleasant  with  an  average  of  50°  to  95° 
in  summer.  Winter  snows  rarely  accumulate  more  than  a 
few  inches. 

The  history  of  Snowflake  5 Taylor  dates  back  to  the  sum- 
mer of  1878  when  a group  of  Mormon  pioneers  settled  on 
tiie  Stinson  Ihnch.  .Among  these  early  settlers  were 
William  J.  Flake  and  Erastus  Show.  The  townsite  was 
named  Snowflake . 

Taylor  was  founded  by  a group  of  Mormon  settlers  in  1878. 
The  name  Taylor  was  chosen  to  honor  John  Taylor,  a Pre- 
sident of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter  Day 
Saints.  Many  of  the  descendants  of  these  pioneers  are 
still  in  the  area. 

The  Smith  Memorial  Home  j Museum  and  the  Flake  Memorial 
Home,  among  other  pioneer  homes,  have  tours  during  :he 
24th  of  July  Pioneer  Day  Celebration. 

Early  economic  activities  included  farming,  ranching, 
lumber,  and  freighting  supplies  from  the  railroad  in 
Holbrook. 

Snowflake  was  re  incorporated  in  1S48;  Taylor  was  incor- 
porated in  1966.  Now  the  major  portion  of  empLo/i..tr.Z 
in  the  Snowflake/Taylor  area  is  accounted  rcr  bv  forest 
product  firms.  In  fact,  about  80's  of  Uivajo  Countv's 
manufacturing  employment  is  relates  to  toiesr  products. 

Arizona's  only  pulp  8 paper  mill  is  Snowflake's  largest 
industry.  Southwest  Forest  Industries'  Paper  Mill,  lo- 
cated on  a 640  acre  site  15  miles  west  of  Snowflake,  is 
one  of  the  most  modern  q efficient  facilities  of  its 
type  in  America. 

Western  Pine  Industries,  with  its  home  office  in  Snow- 
flake, has  saw  mills  located  in  Snowflake,  Heber,  Globe 
and  Williams,  Arizona.  Western  Fine  Industries  employs 
350  people  5 markets  its  products  throughout  the  south- 
west. The  firm  also  sells  bark  q soil  amenraents  for 
landscaping  q gardening  and  operates  trucks  in  the  area. 

Western  Mouiaing  Company,  Inc.  employs  sane  50  indivi- 
duals in  the  Snowflake  /'Taylor  vicinity,  manufacturing 
interior  § exterior  pine  mouldings.  Ponderosa  Pine  Cut 
Stock  is  another  manufacturer  of  wood  products  with 
several  employees. 

Livestock  production  in  Snowflake/Taylor  area  is  signi- 
ficant; and  hog  production  has  also  greatly  increased 
in  importance.  Recently  52,000  head  cf  cattle  have 
grazed  annually  in  the  county;  a lot  of  them  in  the 
Snowflake/Taylor  area.  Just  north  of  Snowflake,  about 
30,000  pigs  are  raised  in  pens  and  big  houses. 

Snowflake  8 Taylor  are  well  served  by  community  facili- 
ties and  the  area  has  ample  recreational  facilities. 

Snowflake  had  two  sets  of  wooden  nickels  for  its 
Centennial;  and  Taylor  had  one  set.

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BALLSTON  SPA,  NEW  YORK 

Twenty-six  miles  north  of  Albany,  the  cap- 
ital of  New  York  State.  Seven  miles  south 
of  the  famous  race  track  at  Saratoga  Spr- 
ings. About  35  miles  south  of  the  beaut- 
iful Adirondack  Mountain  Park,  which  is 
famous  for  hunting  and  fishing —The  vil- 
lage of  Ballston  Spa  is  the  Cbunty  Seat 
of  Saratoga  County,  with  a population  of 
approximately  5000. 

Before  the  white  men  came  to  this  area,  the 
Indians  roamed  here,  hunted,  & fished  this 
area  because  of  the  abundance  of  deer, 
bear,  wild  fowl,  & great  fishing.  There 
are  a number  of  good  streams  all  through 
this  part  of  the  country.  This  area  was 
also  one  of  the  main  trails  of  the  Indians 
from  Canada  to  the  Catskill  Mountains  to 
the  south.  The  Indians  of  many  tribes  vis- 
ited this  area  because  of  the  famous  miner- 
al springs  located  here,  in  & around  where 
Ballston  Spa  now  stands.  The  springs  were 
used  for  bathing  and  medical  purposes. 

Sir  William  Johnson,  friend  of  the  Indians 
was  brought  here  to  bathe  and  drink  of  the 
famous  springs.  It  is  said  that  he  benefit- 
ted  greatly  frcm  the  waters.  The  Indians 
used  to  burn  the  fields  in  the  Spring  to 
make  sure  that  the  deer  & other  game  had  a 
good  feeding  place.  This  area  where  the 
burning  of  the  fields  took  place,  is  now 
called  Burnt  Hills,  N.Y. , which  is  located 
six  miles  south  of  the  Village  of  Ballston 
Spa.  Near  here  runs  a creek  around  which 
the  Indians  used  to  hold  meetings.  They 
named  the  creek  in  memory  of  the  Indians 
who  had  been  killed  here  during  a battle. 
They  called  it  Mourningkill  Creek. 

White  men  headed  for  this  area  because  of 
the  value  of  the  springs.  Hotels  were 
built  to  accommodate  these  visitors.  Seme 
of  than  stayed  & built  hemes,  & also  built 
factories  on  seme  of  the  streams.  Seme  of 
the  streams  were  fast  & afforded  water  pow- 
er. The  Sans  Souci  Hotel  was  built  on  what 
is  new  Front  Street.  At  that  time,  it  was 
said  to  be  the  largest  hotel  in  the  world. 
This  hotel  does  not  exist  now. 

The  first  white  man  to  cane  to  this  area 
were  two  brothers  by  the  name  of  McDonald. 
They  liked  this  area  so  much  that  they 
built  the  first  cabin  on  Ballston  Lake,  & 
traded  furs  with  the  Indians.  A picture  of 
this  cabin  is  on  the  "Town  of  Ballston, 

Blue,  Wooden  Nickel-Saratoga  Co.,  1976, 
Bicentennial  piece . " Only  one  type  was 
issued. 


The  next  white  man  to  settle  here  were  the 
Rev.  Eliphalet  Ball  & some  friends  from 
Connecticut.  The  village  was  named  for  Rev. 
Ball.  It  was  first  called  Balls  Town,  but 
later  changed  to  Ballston  Spa  because  of 
the  springs.  Spa  means  springs.  Rev.  Ball 
was  kin  to  General  George  Washington.  It 
has  been  said  that  Washington  visited 
the  springs  here  also. 

A famous  Inn  was  built  by  Benjamin  Doug- 
las on  Gordon  Creek,  near  the  Old  Iron 
Springs,  which  is  located  on  Front  Street. 
This  building  is  still  there  and  is  now 
this  area's  Historical  Museum.  It  was 
originally  called  Brookside. 

Grist  mills,  saw  mills,  & a famous  choco- 
late factory  was  built  on  the  streams 
here.  An  axe  factory  was  built  nearby, 
erected  by  a Mr.  Blood.  The  axes  made 
here  are  now  great  collectors'  items.  I 
had  one,  but  gave  it  to  a man  that  has 
seme  of  the  famous  makes  of  axes  in  his 
great  collection. 

A lot  of  the  old  mills  & factories  that 
existed  here  are  gone.  Some  new  ones 
have  arrived.  In  my  collection,  I have  a 
chair  made  of  cow  horns,  which  was  made 
in  the  first  harness  shop  in  Ballston  Spa 
by  a man  named  Gardner.  According  to  one 
of  his  Great  Grandsons,  whem  I bought  it 
from,  Mr.  Gardner  made  the  chair  in  the 
year  in  which  he  was  married-1852.  I had 
the  chair  reupholstered  & they  did  a mar- 
velous job  of  restoring  it.  It  is  an  over- 
stuffed chair  with  plenty  of  cow  horns 
all  over  it.  It  has  a foot  stool  with 
it,  also  with  horns  on  it. 

The  first  train  to  ccme  to  Ballston  Spa 
was  in  1832,  July  2,  frcm  Schenectady, 

N.Y.  fourteen  miles  south  of  Ballston  Spa. 

A new  factory  has  located  here  recently 
called  Tufflite.  Plastics  is  their  line 
of  work.  A famous  Hide  & Leather  Company 
was  located  on  Bath  Street.  It  was  known 
as  the  American  Hide  & Leather  Company, 
also  known  as  the  Tannery. 

A dam  was  erected  on  the  Kayaderosseras 
Creek  by  the  Bischoff  Chocolate  Factory. 

The  pool  of  water  was  used  by  many  vill- 
agers for  swirrming.  The  swimming  hole 
is  gone  now,  as  a result  of  the  Dam 
breaking  up,  & disappearing  down  stream. 

The  Dam  was  a very  nice  sight  as  seen 
frail  Milton  Avenue,  the  main  drag  through 
the  town.

In  order  to  promote  the  city  of  Reading,  the  Penn  Square 
Commission  decided  on  a "balloon  race."  It  was  to  be 
called  the  "Hound  and  Hare"  race.  The  idea  being  to 
launch  a balloon  (The  Hare]  from  an  undisclosed  location 
northwest  of  the  city,  which  would  then  float  down  over 
Penn  Square  and  release  "scents"  - small  balloon  con- 
taining fine  gift  certificates  from  the  merchants  spon- 
soring the  event.  The  "Hare"  would  be  followed  by  six 
"Hounds"  released  a short  time  after.  The  quarry  was  to 
pick  a binding  spot  at  random.  Hie  "Hound"  landing 
closest  § in  the  shortest  time  was  to  pick  up  a price 
of  $1000.00. 

The  day  of  the  race  - Dawn  clear  q cloudless,  but  tiiis 
was  to  be  short  lived  in  the  afternoon  by  a heavy  ov- 
ercast (j  a threat  of  rain,  .is  launch  time  approached  - 
5:50  pm-all  advantageous  viewing  spots  were  taken  over 
by  people  with  their  field  glassess  and  cameras.  Not 
having  the  exact  location  of  launch,  much  scanning  was 
done.  Finally,  off  in  the  distance  from  behind  some 
trees,  appeared  a yellow  hemisphere  followed  by  a green 
ij  then  a blue,  and  so  on.

No,  l am  not  a cigar  smoker;  in  fact,  I do  not  smoke  at 
all!  But  l do  collect  wooden  money,  ti  its  origin  also 
came  about  out-of-necessitv . It  came  to  my  attention 
that  author  Tony  Hyman  introduces  readers  to  aspects  ot 
the  containers  few  had  noticed  before. 

Net  even  a chain  smoker  of  the  1800‘s  could  handle  a 
barrel  of  5000  cigars  in  a single  purchase,  hence  the 
cigar  box. 

Historically , cigar  boxes  sprang  from  the  need  of  re- 
tailers for  smaller  packaging  as  opposed  to  the  barrel- 
sized ariounts  being  shipped  to  them.  Wholesalers  took 
care  of  the  problem  by  buying  empty  cigar  boxes  $ break- 
ing down  the  barrels  of  cigars  themselves.  This  is  one 
reason  for  the  enormity  of  brand  names  5 variations.  At 
first,  no  ore  cared  what  name  was  tagged  to  the  smokes. 

Later,  a Federal  Law  was  passed,  requiring  factories  to 
package  their  own  cigars.  Brand  names  became  much  more 
important  and  the  designs  of  logos  were  elaborated.  The 
author  distinguishes  eight  types  of  cigar  packages- the 
nailed  wood  with  hardwood,  the  boite  nature,  the  semi- 
boite  nature,  chests  and  cabinets,  assortments,  novelty 
packaging,  and  uprights. 

It  is  estimated  that  of  the  enormous  amounts  of  boxes 
made,  five  billion  have  been  made  in  wood  alone!  So,  my 
dear  PHILATELISTS , whether  you  collect  Wooden  '■toney  or 
Wooden  Cigar  Boxes,  as  our  collector  friends  will  tell 
you,  "WOOD  IS  GOOD!"

VERNON  L.  BROWN  (#399) 

I acquired  my  first  wooden  money  in  Feb- 
ruary 1932,  a 259  piece,  issued  in  that 
month  by  the  Chamber  of  Ccmnerce,  Tenino, 
Washington.  This  was  two  months  after  I 
had  been  selected  to  be  an  assistant  to 
Farran  Zerbe,  Curator  of  Chase  National 
Bank  Collection  of  Moneys  of  the  World. 

I had  been  working  at  the  bank  since 
June,  1929. 

As  new  pieces  of  wooden  money  were  added 
to  the  Chase  Collection,  I added  pieces 
to  my  collection.  The  Saturday  Evening 
Post,  of  September  6,  1947,  printed  an 
article  titled,  "The  Man  Who  Takes  Wooden 
Money."  It  was  about  sane  of  the  inter- 
esting displays  in  the  Chase  Money  Collect- 
ion and  my  duties  as  curator.  During  the 
thirty-one  years  I was  associated  with  the 
collection,  over  25,000  new  items  were 
added  to  it. 

Also,  I gave  several  hundred  talks  on  mo- 
ney and  coin  collecting  to  numismatic, 
fraternal,  school  and  church  groups;  and 
was  a guest  on  many  radio  and  T.V.  shows.

There  is  a wood  made  by  Tolleson  Suzuki 
(motorcycle)  here  in  Wahiawa,  which  would 
be  of  special  interest  to  Ted  Wolverton. 

On  one  side  it  says  "One  Wooden  Buck"  and 
depicts  a charging  brave  with  a tomahawk 
in  his  up-raised  right  hand.  The  opposite 
side  says  "Good  for  one  pizza  slice"  at 
top  and  bottom  and  "from  Tolleson  Suzuki" 
in  the  middle.  As  this  is  an  on-going  of- 
fer (for  pizza) , I was  able  to  get  only 
one  wood  from  Mr.  Tolleson.  Maybe  Ted  or 
other  interested  persons  could  write  di- 
rectly to  Tolleson  Suzuki,  Sales  & Service, 
669  Kilani  Avenue,  Wahiawa,  Hawaii  96786.

FLOYD  COUNTY,  ICfriA  - CHARLES  CITY,  IOWA 

Joseph  Kelly  was  the  first  white  settler  in  Charles 
City.  He  selected  the  land  for  a towns ite  on  the  banks 
of  the  Cedar  River.  The  river  crossing  here  was  known 
as  the  "Ford"  and  had  been  the  crossing  of  the  Winne- 
bago Indians.  Mr.  Kelly  returned  in  the  Spring  of 
1351  but  his  family  did  not  ccme  until  1854.  They  er- 
ected a log  cabin  where  the  Christian  Church  now  stands. 
In  1852,  there  were  about  25  families  living  there.  A- 
mong  them  was  a Mr.  Blunt  who  built  the  first  house  on 
the  east  side  of  the  river. 

Mr.  Kelly  built  a saw  mill  and  a grist  mill  to  furnish 
lumber  to  the  settlers.  He  named  the  settlerent  Char- 
lestown after  his  14  year  old  son.  It  was  later  dis- 
covered that  there  was  another  town  in  the  state  by  the 
sane  name.  It  was  changed  to  St.  Charles,  which  was 
later  found  to  be  another  duplication;  hence  in  I860, 
it  was  changed  to  Charles  City. 

A Court  House  was  built  in  1857 , the  building  was  50  x 
70  ft. , two  stories  high,  including  a large  fireproof 
stone  vault.  It  was  reported  to  cost  §18,000.  On  this 
same  site  it  has  been  rebuilt  twice.  The  present  one 
being  built  in  1940. 

The  County  of  Floyd  was  organized  in  1854.  Charles  City 
was  selected  as  the  County  Seat.  The  first  hotel  was  a 
log  cabin  built  in  1854.  The  first  post  master  was 
selected  in  1855.  The  following  year  an  acadary  was 
starred.  The  first  newspaper  was  named  the  St.  Charles 
Repubiician,  with  the  first  copy  published  July  31, 

1856  and  it  was  auctioned  off  for  §20,000.  The  railroad 
reached  there  in  1869,  connecting  Charles  City  with 
McGregor.  A Fire  Company  was  formed  in  1881.  The  first 
telephone  was  installed  in  1883.  The  first  manufactur- 
ing business  was  a log  dam  to  run  the  saw  mill  for  Mr. 
Kelly.  A plow  factory  in  1870.  Farm  harrows  were  made 
in  1877. 

In  1901,  a Mr.  Charles  Hart  & Mr.  Charles  Parr  develop- 
ed one  of  the  first  gasoline  traction  engine  for  agri- 
culture use.  It  was  produced  from  1901  to  1929;  and 
was  called  the  Hart-Parr  Tractor  and  continued  by  their 
successors . 

The  1965  census  was  10,419.  Facilities:  one  airport  of 
165  acres,  20  Churches,  3 banks,  one  daily  newspaper, 
post  office,  and  a radio  station.  Two  bowling  alleys, 
a hospital,  a park  which  is  located  in  the  center  of 
town,  a 18  hole  golf  course,  and  1525  farms. 

Industries : The  Oliver  Carp,  which  was  formerly  the 
Hart-Parr  Co.  - it  is  now  the  White  Truck  Co.  They 
still  make  the  Oliver  Tractors  and  White  Trucks.  Dr. 

Sal sour/  Laboratories,  which  manufacturers  poultry  and 
livestock  medicines.  Walsh  Mfg.  Co.  which  makes  small 
farm  equipment.  Cr.  Mayfield  Laboratories  wnich  also 
manufactures  poultry  and  livestock  medicines.  American 
Cyanamid  Co.  farm  fertilizers;  Sherman  Nursery- flowers 
shrubs,  and  plants.  Sar  Hybirds  which  developed  seed 
com. 

The  climatology:  Annual  temperature  46.5  degrees.  Aver- 
age summer  temperature  is  7]  degrees.  Winter  tempera- 
ture is  19.6  degrees;  and  the  rainfall  is  31.42  inches. 

In  May  1969,  a tcronado  hit  this  town  and  ah  vest  des- 
troyed it.  It  is  still  being  rebuilt  today. 

In  1954,  they  issued  a set  of  six  pieces  of  flat  '.wood- 
en money-consisting  of  5c  Lilac,  10C  Lilac,  35C  Lilac; 

5C  Red,  10C  Rec,  and  25C  Red.  They  were  redeemable  at 
face  value  in  cash,  until  2:00  pm  August  19,  1954,  at 
any  of  the  Floyd  County  Banks.  They  were  celecr-tmg 
their  100th  year.

Designed  to  travel  and  stand  up  in  a trackless  wilderness 
without  losing  their  cargo,  these  ragged  wagons  were  first 
built  by  pioneers  in  eastern  Pennsylvania  to  carry  furs  5 
other  freight  between  the  Conestoga  area  (now  a part  of 
Lancaster  County)  and  Philadelphia.  Appearing  in  written 
records  as  early  as  1716,  these  distinctively  American 
vehicles  continued  to  be  popular  for  transportation  until 
about  1850,  when  railroads  were  expanding  across  the  land.

It  was  a challenge  to  me,  and  am  sure  that 
Donna  shares  these  thoughts.  Not  being  close 
to  St.  Louis  and  not  having  been  there  in 
over  a decade  myself,  was  hard  to  visualize 
what  to  really  do  but  the  entire  committee 
worked  hard  and  well,  do  believe. 

Must  not  forget  to  thank  all  those  who  did 
advertise,  along  with  those  I thanked  above . 
Did  give  Walter  Scott  a real  job  to  do.  As 
yet,  without  having  seen  the  program,  I am 
sure  that  Walt  and  Jack  Huggins  put  out  one 
worth  adding  to  our  collection.  Cannot  say 
if  our  invited  guests  were  able  to  put  in 
appearance  during  the  Brunch,  but  will  thank 
them  for  their  effort. 


Each  wagcn  was  individually  built- -so  there  were  some  var- 
iations--but  they  had  several  characteristics  in  common. 
Most  important,  they  were  built  sturdy  enough  to  carry 
heavy  loads  over  rough  terrain,  yet  light  enough  so  that 
a six-horse  team  could  pull  maximum  loads. 

The  sides  and  bed  of  the  wagcn  sloped  toward  the  center  sc 
that  smiting  cargo  would  slide  inward,  rather  then  fall 
out,  as  the  wagon  crossed  hills  and  rocky  land.  On  top, 
the  bows  followed  the  lines  of  the  body,  slanting  outward, 
and  these  were  covered  by  homespun  fabric  or  canvas , which 
was  generally  white.  The  wagons  were  designed  and  built 
by  wheelwrights  (mostly  Pennsylvania  Germans  in  the  Lan- 
caster area)  from  iocally-grown  wood.  The  iron  fittings 
and  fancy  trim  were  forged  by  the  village  blacksmith.  The 
body  was  usually  painted  a bright  blue,  and  the  running 
gear  a vermillion  red.  Some  people  suggest  that  the  red, 
white  and  blue  Conestoga  Wagons,  passing  the  Philadelphia 
upholstery  shop  of  3etsy  Poss,  influenced  the  coloring  of 
our  national  flag. 

Cur  .American  custom  of  driving  on  the  right  side  of  the 
road  originated  with  the  Conestoga  wagoner,  who  rode  the 
left  rear  horse  of  the  team  and  passed  oncoming  vehicles 
on  the  right,  contrary  to  English  custom. 


Each  horse  had  a set  of  bells  suspended  on  a small  iron 
frame,  and  their  jingling  was  a familiar  sound  on  pioneer 
roads.  If  a wagon  became  stuck  and  needed  the  assistance 
of  another  wagoner  on  the  muddy , uncertain  roads , it  was 
customary  to  give  bells  to  the  person  providing  assistance. 
Thus,  the  expression,  "I'll  be  there  with  bells  on"  signi-

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The  town  which  was  officially  chartered  in 
March  1,  1872,  was  on  the  direct  route  of 
the  early  pioneers  who  crossed  the  Missouri 
River  at  Platsmouth , on  the  ferry  which  was 
established  there.  Many  of  the  early  set- 
tlers recognized  the  potential  of  the  lime- 
stone, gravel,  timber,  and  other  natural 
resources.  With  the  coming  of  the  Burling- 
ton & Missouri  River  Railway  by  1880,  and 
the  Missouri  Pacific  Railroad  in  1882, 
marketing  of  the  natural  resources  of  the 
area  became  easy,  and  the  town  began  to 
flurish.

The  Lost  Raft  left  McGee’s  Landing,  approximately  thirty  miles  above 
Clearfield,  Penna.,  on  March  14,  1938,  to  start  a two  hundred  mile 
journey,  down  the  Susquehanna  River  to  Harrisburg,  Penna.  On  March 
20,  1938  the  Raft  hit  the  pier  of  the  Muncy  railroad  bridge  head  on, 
then  was  swept  around  and  hit  another  pier  broadside,  throwing  the’ 
members  of  the  crew  into  the  river.  Seven  people  died  and  thirty, 
eight  people  survived.  Two  days  later  the  remaining  group  of  the  Last 
Raft  left  to  complete  the  voyage.  Mcrch  24,  1938  The  Last  Raft  tied 
up  at  Fort  Hunter,  several  miles  above  Harrisburg  - journey  completed.

Only  twenty  one  Rochester  Numismatic  Association,  cancelled  variety, 
wooden  nickels  exist  of  the  5,000  originally  produced  to  help  celebrate 
the  1,000th  meeting  on  May  23,  1958. 

Rochester,  N.  Y.,  a city  of  about  160,000  population  in  1958,  is 
also  the  home  of  Eastman  Kodak  Company  with  its  38,000  employees  and  a 
goodly  number  of  coin  collectors.  It  is  easy  to  see  that  a large  number 
of  coin  club  members  were  Kodakers  and  a large  number  of  the  commemorative 
wooden  nickels  circulated  at  Kodak  Park,  Hawkeye  Camera  Works,  and  the 
various  offices  and  laboratories.  Most  collectors  gave  the  nickels  away. 

No  one  dreamed  that  any  of  the  nickels  would  be  redeemed  for  5c,  as  the 
reverse  of  the  chip  stated.  However,  one  Kodak  employee  collected  21 
of  the  wooden  nickels  and  waited  until  the  last  day  for  redemption  before 
he  visited  the  bank  to  pick  up  his  $1.05. 

Just  minutes  before  closing  at  3:00  P.M.,  a flustered  teller  at 
the  East  Avenue  Branch  of  the  Genesee  Valley  Union  Trust  Company  turned 
to  Vice  President  Edward  F.  Meinhart  for  advice  as  to  what  to  do.  A 
man  wanted  to  redeem  wooden  money!  Empowered  by  the  Rochester  Numismatic 
Association  of  which  Ed  Meinhart  was  a member  and  former  president,  he 
accepted  the  21  wooden  nickels  and  paid  for  them  out  of  his  own  pocket. 

He  then  took  a round,  rubber  stamp  from  the  rack  in  his  Loan  Department 
and  cancelled  thara  all  as  "Paid." 


At  the  next  meeting  of  the  Coin  Club  at  the  Rochester  Museum  of 
Arts  & Sciences  on  East  Avenue,  Meinhart  brought  the  nickels  in  to  be 

placed  in  the  regular  auction.  The  pieces  brought  modest  prices  at 
auction  ranging  from  20c  to  35c,  as  I recall.  John  Pittman  and  Ed 
Quagliana  both  acquired  two  pieces,  the  other  17  pieces  found  17  owners. 

The  cancelled  pieces  are  scarce.  They  cannot  be  duplicated  or 
reproduced  for  time  has  seen  to  that.  Ed  Meinhart  died  a few  years 
later,  the  bank  no  longer  exists,  since  it  is  now  a Marine  Midland 
Branch,  and  the  rubber  stamp  has  bit  the  dust. 

The  Rochester  Numismatic  Association  celebrated  its  1,000th 
Meeting  with  an  elegant  banquet  and  important  guests,  and  went  on  to 
celebrate  its  50th  Anniversary  in  1962.  It  is  the  oldest  coin  club 
in  continued  existence  in  America.  Others  may  have  begun  before  1912 
but  have  experienced  breaks  in  their  continuation  or  have  folded. 

Its  Junior  Club,  with  a separate  meeting  date  and  general  individual 
independence,  is  sponsored  by  the  parent  group.  This  youth  organization 
boasts  32  years  of  continued  existence  and  credits  our  banker  friend, 

Ed  Meinhart,  for  its  beginning. 

Not  all  of  the  wooden  nickels  got  into  circulation.  The  designer 
of  the  piece,  Burdette  L.  Nash,  deceased,  bought  a large  number  of  the 
nickels  at  the  end  of  the  celebration.  He  proceeded  to  paint  them 
bright  colors  and  to  use  them  as  poker  chips.  You  might  say  a con- 
tinuing use  in  the  interesting  saga  of  the  Rochester  wooden  nickel  story.

Valentine,  Nebr.,  capitol  city  of  Cherry  Co.  in  "Gods  Own  Cow 
Country"  was  incorporated  Jan.  8,  1884. 

The  birth  of  Valentine  was  actuated  as  a result  of  several  fact- 
ors. Among  them  was  the  repression  of  the  great  Sioux  Tribe  and  their 
confinement  to  the  Rosebud  Indian  Reservation  in  1878,  by  the  govern- 
ment, to  permit  the  county  to  be  settled  by  white  people.  Another  was 
the  change  f/om  "Open  Range"  cattle  raising  to  homesteading  during  the 
1880' s. 

As  the  new  town  began  to  flcurish  because  of  the  trek  of  pioneers 
from  the  east  and  south  to  gain  federal  land  from  the  government,  a 
railroad  was  built  to  service  the  new  country  and  replace  the  ox  and 
mule  drawn  freight  wagons  coming  from  the  eastern  points.  In  I883 
the  railroad  accomplished  the  crossing  of  the  Niobrara  River  over  a 
hand  built  wooden  trestle  bridge.  In  1910  the  wooden  bridge  was  re- 
placed by  the  third  tallest  steel  toxxigx  railroad  bridge  in  the  U.  S. 
at  that  time . 

Visualizing  a natural  townsite  between  the  Minnechaduza  and  the 
Niobrara,  David  Mears,  a railroad  surveyor,  filed  on  a homestead  in 
this  area.  The  town  came  into  being  when  the  first  buildings  were  er- 
ected in  1882.  One  of  the  first  buildings  was  the  post  office.  With 
the  arrival  of  the  railroad,  other  businesses  including  grocery  and 
hardware  stores,  livery  stables,  harness  shops,  saloons  and  churches 
began  to  flsttrish. 

Fort  Niobrara  came  in  advance  of  the  txwn  and  was  located  4 miles 
east  of  the  townsite.  It  consisted  of  5^  sections  of  land  and  was 
established  April  22,  1880.  It  was  a most  valuable  asset  to  the  settlers, 
in  that  it  provided  a market  for  wood,  hay,  grain,  poultry  and  dairy 
products.  IKXS  £ixxax  The  Fort  was  officially  abandoned  Oct.  22,  1906 
after  serving  it's  purpose  to  controls'  the  Indians,  protect  tbe  settlers 
and  make  sure  that  none  of  the  Indians  starved.  The  fort's  16,000  acres 
were  retained  by  the  government  for  a national  game  preserve  on  which 
small  heards  of  buffalo,  elK,  dear,  antelope  and  long  homed  Texas  cattle 
still  roam  today. 

Valentine  was  named  in  honor  of  congressman  E.  K.  Valentine,  who 
represented  Nebraska's  third  congressional  district.  Cherry  Co.  received 
it's  name  from  Lt.  Samuel  A.  Cherry  who  was  killed  in  the  line  of  duty 
while  stationed  at  Ft.  Niobrara.  Valentine  has  become  the  leading  trade 
center  in  Nebraska's  largest  county  which  is  mostly  devoted  to  the  cattle 
industry. 

The  early  pioneers  were  a hardy  set,  as  even  todays  residents  must 
be.  The  Cherry  Co.  region  is  located  in  the  "Sand  Hills"  section  and 

the  Consists  of  fire  sand  piled  by  the  wind.  The  sand  was  formed 

into  low  hills  and  into  ridges  many  miles  long  and  several  hundr°r>  feet 
high.  The  grasses  that  cover  the  Sand  Hills  hold  most  of  the  ■SdJt^'l.n 
place  unless  overgrazing  by  cattle  occurs.  The  wind  then  cuts  large  holes 
called  blowouts  into  the  hills  when  this  happens.  The  area  is  exceptional 
cattle  country  because  of  the  many  flowing  streams,  abundant  well  water 
and  grasses. 

In  1959  Valentine  cellebrated  their  Diamond  Jubilee,  the  theme  of  the 
big  event  was  "Wasron  Wheels  to  Wings"  dub  to  the  fact  that  only  one  year 
earlier  their  Chicago.  N-.W.-  railroad  mail  service  was  replaced  by  frontier 
Airlines  service.  Two  wooden  nickels  were  issued  for  the  jubilee,  one 
'ed  and  one  bgreen,  both  with  the  same  Indian  design  reverse,  and  a common 
printed  obverse.  More  than  a little  of  the  old  west  frontier  days  remain 
n Valentine  and  Cherry  County  today.  The  cowboys , ooyotes  and  rattlesnakes 
re  still  there  and  so  are  some  of  the  Indians.

September  21.  1897) 

We  take  pleasure  in  answering  at  once  and  thus 
prominently  the  communication  below,  expressing  at  the  same 
time  our  great  gratification  that  its  faithful  author  is 
numbered  among  the  friends  of  The  Sun: 

Dear  Editor: 

I am  8 years  old. 

Some  of  my  little  friends  say  there  is  no 
Santa  Claus. 

Papa  says  "If  you  see  it  in  The  Sun  it's  so." 

Please  tell  me  the  truth,  is  there  a Santa 
Claus?

Virginia,  your  little  friends  are  wrong.  They  have 
been  affected  by  the  skepticism  of  a skeptical  age.  They 
do  not  believe  what  they  do  not  see.  They  think  that  nothing 
can  be  which  is  not  comprehensible  by  their  little  minds. 

All  minds,  Virginia,  whether  they  be  men's  or  children's 
are  Little.  In  this  great  universe  of  ours  man  is  a mere 
insect,  an  ant,  in  his  intellect,  as  compared  with  the 
boundless  world  about  him,  as  measured  by  the  intelligence 
capable  of  grasping  the  whole  of  truth  and  knowledge. 

Yes,  Virginia,  there  is  a Santa  Claus.  He  exists 
as  certainly  as  love  and  generosity  and  devotion  exist, 
and  you  know  that  they  abound  and  give  to  your  life  its 
highest  beauty  and  joy.  Alas!  how  dreary  would  be  the  world 
if  there  were  no  Santa  Claus!  It  would  be  as  dreary  as 
if  there  were  no  Virginias.  There  would  be  no  childlike 
faith  then,  no  poetry,  no  romance  to  make  tolerable  this 
existence.  We  should  have  no  enjoyment,  except  in  sense 
and  sight.  The  eternal  light  with  which  childhood  fills 
the  world  would  be  extinguished.

Not  oerreve  in  Santa  Claus:  You  mignt  as  well  not 

believe  in  fairies!  You  might  get  your  papa  to  hire  men  to 
watch  in  all  the  chimneys  on  Christmas  eve  to  catch  Santa 
Claus,  but  even  if  they  did  not  see  Santa  Claus  coming 
down,  what  would  that  prove?  Nobody  sees  Santa  Claus,  but 
that  is  no  sign  that  there  is  no  Santa  Claus.  The  most  real 
things  in  the  world  are  those  that  neither  children  nor 
men  can  see.  Did  you  ever  see  fairies  dancing  on  the  lawn? 
Of  course  not,  but  that's  no  proof  that  they  are  not  there. 
Nobody  can  conceive  or  imagine  all  the  wonders  there  are 
unseen  and  unseeable  in  the  world. 

You  tear  apart  the  baby's  rattle  and  see  what  makes  the 
noise  inside,  but  there  is  a veil  covering  the  unseen  world 
which  not  the  strongest  man,  nor  even  the  united  strength 
of  all  the  strongest  men  that  ever  lived,  could  tear 
push  aside  that  curtain  and  view  and  picture  the  super- 
nal beauty  and  glory  beyond.  Is  it  all  real?  Ah,  Virginia, 
in  all  this  world  there  is  nothing  else  real  and  abiding. 

No  Santa  Claus!  Thank  God  he  lives,  and  he  lives 
forever.  A thousand  years  from  now,  Virginia,  nay  ten 
times  ten  thousand  years  from  now,  he  will  continue  to 
make  glad  the  heart  of  childhood. 
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Where  Did  You  Get  A Name  Like 
The  Dalles? 

We  think  the  best  explanation  came  from  an 
address  delivered  by  Dr.  William  C.  McKay  to 
the  local  Ladies  Aid  Society  in  1869:  ‘ The  early 
French  voyageurs  knew  the  falls  of  the  Colum- 
bia at  the  Indian  fishery  six  miles  above  this 
place  as  Ls  Dalle,  signifying  a trough — literally 
the  trough  of  the  Columbia.  It  has  always  been 
regarded  by  them  as  the  most  dangerous  point 
in  navigating  the  river,  and  it  was  customary 
at  the  proper  stage  of  the  Columbia  to  run  their 
boats  down  the  rapids,  which  always  required 
great  courage,  dexterity  and  experience.  But 
often,  with  all  these  accomplishments,  many  a 
poor  voyageur  found  a watery  grave  in  the 
whirlpools,  and  none  can  tell  of  his  resting  place. 
Within  my  own  recollection  many  have  perished 
in  its  turbulent  waters.  It  is  a noted  point  and 
much  dreaded  by  them;  consequently  they  gave 
it  the  name  of  Le  Grande  Dalle  de  la  Colum- 
bia’— The  Great  Trough  of  the  Columbia.”  It 
is  now  covered  by  the  pool  behind  The  Dalles 
Dam. 

Directly  north  of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce building  on  the  bluff  above  the  edge  of 
the  river.  Lewis  and  Clark  camped  on  the  night 
of  October  25,  1805.  Having  that  day  taken 
their  large  canoes  through  ’‘this  bad  whorl  and 
Suck”  of  the  great  rapids,  they  were  gratified 
to  find  that  ‘the  river  widens  and  becomes  a 
butiful  jentle  stream  of  about  half  a mile  wide.” 

Six  years  passed  before  another  man,  David 
Thompson,  journeyed  down  the  river  for  the 
Northwest  Fur  Company,  followed  two  years 
later  by  Dr.  Marcus  Whitman,  the  Rev.  H.  H. 
Spalding  and  their  wives,  these  latter  the  first 
white  women  to  cross  North  America.  In  1838 
the  first  Methodist  mission  was  begun  at  The 
Dalles.  At  the  intersection  of  Twelfth  and 

Court  streets  is  the  graceful,  natural  pulpit 
(14)  which  was  often  used  by  early  mission- 
aries preaching  to  the  Indians  and  which  is  to- 
day used  for  inter-denominational  Easter  sun- 
rise services. 

Eight  hundred  people  arrived  on  the  first 
wagon  train  in  1343.  The  initial  survey  of  the 
country  south  to  California  was  made  in  this 
year,  and  in  1845  Samuel  Barlow  opened  the 
first  overland  route  to  the  Willamette  Valley, 
a toll  road  which  curved  south  of  Mt.  Hood, 
portions  of  which  are  still  visible  to  the  mod- 
ern explorer.  This  road  has  been  marked  and 
can  be  traveled  during  the  summer  and  earlv 
fall. 

Captain  Fremont  with  Kit  Carson  arrived  in 
1843  and  departed  for  California  in  October. 
His  log  of  the  trip  was  based  on  mileage  from 
The  Dalles  on  the  Columbia. 

In  1847  a tragic  massacre  of  the  Whitman 
mission  at  Waiilatpu  resulted  in  the  raising  of 
a volunteer  regiment  from  the  Willamette  Val- 
ley to  build  a stockade  at  The  Dalles,  followed 
in  1850  by  a regiment  of  Army  Regulars  from 
Fort  Vancouver  which  established  a military 
reservation  of  10  square  miles.  A primitive 
facility  until  1856,  Fort  Dalles  changed  rapidly 
with  the  arrival  of  Captain  Thomas  Jordan,  a 
man  noted  for  his  luxurious  tastes  who  ‘‘ex- 
pended large  sums  of  government’s  money  in 
the  erection  of  showy  and  ornate  houses.”  The 
sole  remaining  building  is  the  old  Surgeons 
Quarters  which  houses  the  Fort  Dalles  Museum, 
In  this  handsome  structure  are  housed 
the  memorabilia  of  the  early  decades  of  the  com- 
munity. The  post  was  abandoned  in  1866  when 
it  became  obvious  that  the  Indians  intended  no 
further  hostilities. 

After  1850  the  pace  quickened — 1851.  first 
post  office,  first  steamboat  above  Cascades — 
1854.  Wasco  County,  largest  ever  in  nation.  130,- 
000  square  miles. 


Gold  was  discovered  in  Eastern  Oregon  and 
Idaho  in  1860  and  the  town  boomed  as  outfit- 
ting- center  and  jumping-off  place  for  would- 
be  miners.  Among  other  splendors  of  this  pe- 
riod were  some  25  saloons.  On  the  north  side 
of  First  and  Washington  Streets  is  the  last  re- 
maining building  that  was  used  as  provisioning 
store  for  the  gold  miners  of  the  1860s.  This 
building  also  housed  the  Post  Office  and  ticket 
office  for  the  old  river  steamboats.  During  this 
period.  1866.  money  was  appropriated  by  Con- 
gress for  the  construction  of  a building  for  use 
as  a Mint.  The  building  never  was  finished 

Today  the  town  at  the  end  of  the  Oregon  Trail 
is  the  hub  of  a thriving  agricultural  industry, 
consisting  largely  of  orchards  and  wheat  fields, 
which  may  be  seen  on  the  very  fringes  of  the 
city.  On  the  east  end  of  the  community  is  The 
Dalles  Dam  . one  of  the  massive  links  in 
the  chain  of  multipurpose  dams  along  the  Co- 
lumbia. ^ Also  the  northern  terminus  of  the 
world’s  largest  inter-tie  direct  power  system.

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NEWPORT  BY  THE  SEA 
by  Toni  Cichy 


Pack  your  bags,  dearie,  and  come  to  beautiful  Newport  by  the  sea  where 
the  air  Is  pure  and  the  "lobster,  flounder  and  swordfish  slept  last  night  in 
the  bay".  Newport  had  the  distinction  of  being  the  first  summer  resort  in 
North  America  when  the  sea  captains  brought  passengers  from  the  Carollnas 
and  the  Carribbean  who  wanted  to  get  away  from  the  fever,  heat  and  humidity 
of  the  tropics. 

Newport  was  one  of  the  five  most  important  settlements  In  the  13  colonies, 
sharing  honors  with  Bost' on.  New  York,  Philadelphia  dnd  Charleston.  The  finest 
craftsmen  in  furniture  and  silver  worked  here  before  the  Revolution.  Since  ship- 
building was  a "natural"  for  a location  with  an  extensive  coastline,  Newport 
became  a wealthy  Community  by  the  early  1700's.  The  extensive  foreign  trade 
added  a cosmopolitan  atmosphere  to  the  community  and  summer  visitors  enjoyed 
an  advanced  cultural  society  that  has  continued  to  this  day. 

When  the  colonies  rebelled  against  Britain  it  was  natural  that  the  merchant 
ships  of  Newport  were  hastily  outfitted  for  war  and  became  the  Colonial  Navy. 

To  this  day  the  Navy  still  has  an  impressive  base  in  Newport  with  Its  Underwater 
Systems  Research  Center,  The  War  College,  Officers  Candidate  School,  Regional 
Medical  and  Dental  Installations,  Naval  Legal  Services,  Destroyer  School  and 
the  Naval  Justice  School. 

The  breathtaking  views  of  the  sea  and  the  wonderful  climate  brought  many 
rich  people  to  Newport  during  the  1800' s to  build  their  "summer  cottages". 

William  Wetmore,  who  made  his  fortune  in  the  China  Trade, built  Chateau-Sur-Mer 
which  is  a fine  example  of  lavish  Victorian  architecture.  Edward  Berwind,  a 
Philadelphia  coal  magnate,  built  the  Elms  modeled  after  a Chateau  near  Paris, 

In  1892  William  K.  Vanderbilt  buiJt  the  Marble  House.  Even  at  that  early  date 
the  Italian  marble  for  the  house  cost  5 million  dollars.  This  Is  one  of  the  most 
lavish  of  the  "summer  cottages",  with  its  pink  marble  walls,  gold  leaf  trimming 
and  its  beveled  glass,  and  has  all  of  its  expensive  original  furnishings.  Rosecliff 
was  built  for  Mrs.  Hermann  Oelrick  and  patterned  after  the  Grand  Treanon  at 
Versailles.  Mrs.  OelricK's  house  became  the  scene  of  brilliant  entertainments, 
with  foreign  musicians  and  opera  stars  helping  to  bring  Old  World  culture  to  the 
"new  republic".  In  1895  Cornelius  Vanderbilt  built  the  Breakers  which  was  designed 
after  a 16th  century  Italian  Palace.  The  owners  of  these  huge  and  lavish  houses 
spent  about  6 weeks  during  the  summer  months  in  Newport  with  a continuous  round 
of  parties,  catered  dinners  and  Balls  before  returning  to  New  York,  Philadelphia 
or  their  plantations. 

Since  yachting  is  a righ  man's  sport,  Newport  was  a natural  setting  for  events 
like  America's  Cup  Races,  Tall  Ships  and  various  Newport  to  Bermuda  races. 

Here  is  berthed  replicas  of  the  Sloop  of  War  Providence  and  the  HMS  Rose,  two 
of  the  ships  that  played  important  parts  during  the  Revolution.  Now  there  are 
"windjammer  cruises"  out  of  the  port,  excursion  boats,  "party  boats"  for  deep  sea 
fishing  jaunts,  scuba  diving,  surfing  and  sailing. 

The  City  of  Newport  also  has  a New  York  style  disco,  summer  theatre,  golf, 

pari-mutual  'J ai  Alai",  Tennis  Hall  of  Fame,  opera  and  music  festivals,  antique 
car  museum,  and  Hammersmith  Farm  — the  former  home  of  Jacqueline  Kennedy. 

Each  July  the  Pop  stars  come  to  Newport  for  the  Jazz  Festival. 

Other  people  , more  interested  in  history,  visit  the  Old  Colony  House  — the 
nations  second  oldest  Capitol  Bldg.;  the  Redwood  Library  — the  oldest  library 
in  continuous  use;  Touro  Synagogue  - America's  oldest  Jewish  House  of  Worship, 
Trinity  Church  where  George  Washington  worshipped  and  the  White  Horse  Tavern  — 
one  of  the  oldest  taverns  in  continuous  use,  and  of  course  the  mansions. 

Then  there  Is  the  waterfront  with  its  Brick  Market  and  quaint  little  gift 
shops  and  seafood  restaurants.  The  Black  Pearl  serves  a particularly  delicious 
clam  chowder,  Courtney  's  , overlooking  the  Bay  will  serve  you  lobster  to  order 
and  Silais  restaurant^with  its  diversified  menue.

The  Newport  Shriner's  issued  a wooden  nickel  in  1961  for  its  75th  Anniversary 
but,  try  as  hard  as  he  could,  Sarge  Noel  has  been  unable  to  locate  even  one. 

Guess  It  was  just  one  more  case  where  the  good  old  Yankee,  thinking  it  was 
nothing  but  worthless  wood,  threw  it  into  a box  or  drawer  and  forgot  about  it.
